The "Standard" in a leading article 
says all that, is really implied by the 
selection of Lord Napier of Magdala as 
comnrander-in-chief and Sir Garnet 
Wolseley us his chief of staff, is that 
the tovma of peace if modified cannot 
bo sanctioned by England. We have 
been brought face to face with war by 
tho nrrogant and aggressive policy of 
Russia. 

The Standard publishes an article 
discussing the probable landing places 
of British forces near the Sea of Mar 
mora. Tho writer thinks Besika Bay 
tho most probable place. Ihis, of 
course, is mere surmise, but the articles 
show a very warlike tone H says. It 
says the first army corps would pro 
bnbly proceed to tho seat of war with- 
out waiting for the socond which is 
now strouuously preparing. It is pos- 
fiiblo of courHO,that oven now wo may 
not have to go to war. Russia inav 
pause in timo before she jjrovokes it. 

Tho morning papers repeat yostor- 
daya announcement of tho appoiutmout 
of Lord Napier and Gen. Wolseloy, 
now giving it on authority. 

Tho brigade of guards has boeu rais- 
ed to its war strength. Thoro is great 
activity in tho brigade which is com- 
plating arrangements nocessary for 
active service. The manufacturing 
centres report, groat activity. Thus far 
GOO sets of field auibulance fittings and 
and 300 tons of bayonet steel have 
boon ordered in Sheilield. Woolwich 
authorities have purchased 500 njiles 
of telegraph wire for use with torpe- 
does, and material necessary to con- 
struct temporary railways for the con- 
Teyanco of stores and mounting of 
heavy guns in sioge work. 

The war office has been ordered that 
no soldiers shall be traneferred to the 
reserve until luither mstruotions. The

A Berlin dispatch says: Germany is 
prefjariug to Bond eight ironclads to 
the Mediterranean iu tho event of war. 

Pkha, Foil. 20.— Poaco negotiations 
are progressing slowly. The "boun- 
daries of Bulgaria have not yet been 
fixed on and the question of indemnity 
has not been entered on. 

Russian troops have advanced to 
Zeitiuburnon,300 yards from the Turk- 
ish magazine. 

Vienna, Feb. 57.— A dispatch from 
Constantinople maintains that the 
pause in uogotiationa is owiug toRussia 
insisting on the cession of the Turkish 
irou-clada and occupation of Constan- 
tinople. According to Constantinople 
advices England is prepared to re- 
spond to such measures by entering 
tho Black soa. Germany is endeavor, 
ing to mediate between England and 
Russia. Tho task has not been much 
facilitated hy tho publication of tho 
peaco negotiations. 

Tho meeting of the conferenoo is 
onco more doubtful iu consequence of 
tho objections of Austria and England 
to Russia's proposed limitations of its 
programme.

Mr. Asb rose to a question of privilege. 

Ha had beoa roprosontotl iu tho StatidarJ 
as having used tho word "lios." Ho 
vrishod distinctly lo stato thiit he had 
Hovor mado uso of any auoh Innginigo ou 
tha floor of tho Houao, bocajuao it would 
not only have beou coutrnry to tho rules 
of tho House, but also would show a want 
of hia self-respeot as a gantleman. 

BEPOBT. 

Mr. Douglas prosentod tho report from 
the Committoo uppointed to inquire into 
the manner ttnd dato of tho payment of 
t ho Bum of §1(3,500 by tho Qororument to 
M«B8rB. Finlaysou & Tolmio. 

Mr. Beavon objeotod to the report being 
zeoeivad, and ttatod theteaaon be did so 
vaa because it contained a clause that the 
payment waa uvule in tho usual' conrso, 
•which ho contoudoil vrero not in accord- 
ono3 with facts. F.o had boon desirous 
ag a membor of the (/(immittce to prove 
that the payment had not been in accord- 
ance with tbo usual practice, but ho had 
bean denied tho privilege of producing 
th-xt evidence. Hobad therefore resigned 
hi»i position as Chairman of the Commit- 
tee, and had roBolvod on appealing to tho 
Houao. He therefore moved in amend- 
ment to the reception and adoption of the 
rpport, a ruaolutioa that tho aubjoct be 
referred for decision to a committee to be 
aelootod by ballot. Ho did tbiabooanso 
tho previous committeo oontained three 
hon.membora who wero political partizans 
and who would volo in tho naruu direction 
right or wrong, (Crioa of shame and no.) 
One of tha members of the committee, 
Mr. Mara, had also attempted to distort 
his language osplanatory of tho reason of 
hia resignation of the position of Chair- 
man. The report was n whitewashing re- 
port, and compiled entirely in support of 
the Governmont. 

Mr. Speaker said Mr. Baivon had 
adopted a very unusual course of proce- 
dure. He -would have to give the usual 
two days' notice of his motion. Tho res- 
olution in its present form at the present 
time was out of order.

Speaker's decision, and said hio motion

Mr. Mara, as a member of tho commit- 
tee, olaimod h right to explain what had 
' reslly happened in committee. Tho 
Bonior member for Yictoiia City had 
stated that on tho Orst day of sitting ho 
bad been of opinion that sullicient ovi- 
denoo was already adduced. A sitting 
"WflB held on tho second . day when tho 
committee unanimously decided that suf 
licient ovidonco had been taken to onable 
tha committee to report. Ho (Mr. Boa- 
ven) , whan ho saw that a report had been 
made and vronld be assented to by three 
membora of the committee, attempted to 
override tho majority and oousoquonlly 
bad to resign his eeat as Chairman and 
allow tho committee to elect another g^iu- 
tlamnn in his place. He had produced a 
■witness and contrary to tho wish of the 
committeo had proceeded to examine him 
and in every possible manner had attempt- 
ed to delay and annoy the proceedings of 
tho committoo. It was only fair that tha 
report should be printed before tho Houao 
took any further action on the matter. 
(Hoar, hear). 

Mr. Walkom moved that the plana and 
Bpeoiflcations pertaining to Mr. E. L. 
Derby's dyking bill be referred to the 
Committee on Private Bills. 

Carried. 

Mr. Boavon presented a minority report 
signfld by himsolf and Mr. Cowan, mem- 
ber for Cariboo, pertaining to tho pay- 
ment of §16,500 to Messrs. Tolmin and 
Finlaysou. 

Orderod printed. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott moved that the Orders 
of the day bo procticded with. 

Mr. Walkem objectod, and contended

Hon. Mr. Elliott said that his solo ob- 
ject in moving the resolution was that the 
debate on the Boyal Commission might 
te proceeded with.

Mr. Humphreys concluded his speech 
of Friday last and regretted that hou.

Ho did not 
think the Honso wonltl be justified in 
voting for a Royal Commission until tbo 
evidence had bsou formulated by a ik lect 
Committoo. Tho expense of ii Ro^ itl Com- 
mission would doubtlos"! bt; largo, aiul 
although tho original charges were very 
grave, it occarrod to him that tho last ouo

waa the most aerioua of all. 

Mr. Speaker — That is a matter entire 
ly beyond the limits of tho (luestiou. It 
is no duty of tho House to take any 
notice of tho ohurgo. 

Mr. Humphroys said ho intended to 
move a resolution for an investigation of 
tho matter and askod how Mr. Speaker 
could permit a discussion on tho Kooto- 
nay charges and rofuso to jjormit any il- 
lusion to tho charge mado by Mr. Ash? 

Mr. Speaker said that tho ohargea 
brought by tho members for Kootaniiy 
came within the Constitution; but Dr. 
Ash's assertion bad nothing to do with tbo 
House; it was quite extraneous. 

Mr. Humpliriiys said that any tam|)er- 
ing with justice was a most grave ofTonso 
and he who would bribe to obtain an ap- 
pointment ■S'ould uccopt u bribe to give a 
decision. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that any debate on 
tho aBsortions made by Dr. Ash was quito 
out of order. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott also objected to any 
debate at present on tho chiu'Utis con- 
tained in Mr. Ash's Kpccoh. The lloiise 
now waa douliug with tho charf^os luado 
by tho moinbora for Kootouay, and until 
tho question of the Boyul Commi^iaiou 
was settled be hoped no cxtraueons mat- 
tor would be permitted to bo introduced. 
When the question now undiT di.smis.-iioii 
was settled ho courted tho I'uUcil ir.vo.sli- 
Uation iu reforouco tu tho acca ..iti'ju-i 
mado by tho momb^r /or Comux. 

Jlr. Humphrovs nidd tliat tho chiirge.-i 
wprt^ujt.yst ready fpiMj IJcyal ^Coinmis 
aioii, which if appbiuto'd at proseiit woilla* 
cause unnecessary delay. Ho therefore 
supported the motion for a committee to 
formulate the evidoueo a"',7 i:irc3tf.z^ti 
tho charges. 

Mr. Gallagher said ho would oppo.io a 
Commission if it would delay Iho tnaUer, 
Ho had made ohargus which ho was pre- 
pared to Bubstantiato, and courted tho 
fullest investigation thereof. 

Mr. Walkem said he opposed a Select 
Oommiiloo to lurmul.-.io lii^: cLij.r„et>, ijc- 
cause ho felt oonvincoJ tho Oovoiniiiont 
would appoint a committeo with n ma- 
jority of their aupporteia on it. A-com- 
mittoe could not take evidence- under 
oath, and its appointment would conse- 
quently bo of no value. Ho' therefore 
moved in amondmout that tiie Royal 
Commission bo also instructed by Uis 
Houor tho Lieut. -Governor to iucjuiro 
into tho charges mado ou Friday laul 
against the bon. tho Premier by tho mem- 
ber for Comox. The amendment ho had 
tha honor of ofiforing would therefore 
read as follows : 

And whereas the member for Coinos 
slated in his place in the House, on thti 
Ist day of March, inst., that tho loader of 
tho Government had prooured tho place 
of Police Magistrate through bribery, 
which obargo has been denied by the 
leadar of the Qovernment.

the member for Comos ou tho same day 
in his place in tho House, that is to say, 
that the leader of the Opposition had lost 
his County Court Judgeship from igno- 
minious cauaofl, and hail occupit.'d a siu- 
eciiro position as SherilT of tho i'roviuoo, 
taking half tho fees from those who did 
the work, bo also examined into, and that 
ha had reason to believe Mr. Humphreys 
was allowed to sit in Council after it bad 
been datermined to get rid of him when 
the session was over. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said ho would a5Sont 
to the amendment olTored by Mr. Wal- 
kom as it included all tha charges 
mado by the member for Comox at wall. 
He did not w^iah the matter to be only 
half dealt with, but desired the fullest 
possible investigation as to the truth of 
everything of which he had been ac- 
ciiaod. (Cheers.)

The matter had not be»n brought forward 
from any promeditatiou and he was sorry 
that the member for Kootanay bad buou 
interrupted when ha lirst alluded to the 
charges. As the youngeat membor of tho 
House ho should have been shown every 
courtesy. He (Mr. W.) was vcjy much 
astonished that the Attorney-General hud 
permitted abuses to oxi.»t iu K(3oto[iay for 
litteon months. A County Court Judge 
could not have investigated the charges, 
and ho waa surprised that some other 
means had not been ro.sorted to by the 
Government to prevent the district from 
becoming similar to tho Black ililhooun 
try.

Mr. Oalbraith asked Hon. Mr. Elliott: 

Has the Proviueo a Government Agent, 
or Iniinigralion Agent, al Loud&ii-?--;-' tc,- 
who are the oflicers, and what are the na- 
ture of the arrangementi, finaacial or 
otherwise, under which they act? 

Hou. Mr. Elliott replied that Mr. T. L. 
Stahlschmidt was appointed general agent 
for the Province iu London under Order 
iu Council approved by tho Governor 26th 
April, 1877. No salary. 

Mr. (Jalbraith asked tha bon. Mr. El- 
, ,i''ot,t ^ Wliat are, tho names, and what ar e 
ihe condiUons unuer wuiou Buiarieu um 
cers of the Government have been absent 
from their duties since Ist of February, 
1876. 

Hou. Mr. Elliott replied: C. Good, 
Deputy Provincial Secretary, 6 months' 
leave from 11th January, 1877; leave ex- 
tended 3 months, 7th May, 1877. First 
tliroo months Mr. Good received full pay, 
the Gov'-rnaG'it paying a aubstituto §100 
per month, during the balaneo of leave 
Mr, Good jiaid tho subatitute. A, W. 
Vowell granted leave of abaonce from his 
district, 17lh July, 1877, during the winter 
months of 1877-78, full pay. S. Red- 
grave, same as Mr. Vowell, with the pro- 
viso that ono of tho latter'a staff should 
act lis Ib'cordor during Mr, Redgrave's 
absence. 0. E. Pooley granted 6 months' 
leave of abscucs, 17th July, 1877; full 
pay that tliroo months, Qovernmeut pay- 
ing Bubslituto SlOO per month, next three 
months Mr. Pooley to pay substitute. 

SKBEKTUBBS. 

Mr. Baaven sooondod by Mr. Walkam 
moved the following resolution: " that 
this House is of opinion that tho §264,000 

seven per cent. Dobenturoa (Statute 187G) 
deposited iu 187G mIiIi tho Bank of Brit- 
ish Columbia, as collateral nocurity against 
overdraft, and to retire which the "Brit- 
ish Columbia Loan Act, 1877," was as- 
sented to by this House, should hava 
been oanoelled by tho Government; and 
tho Eesolutiou of this Houso of tho loth 
Ajiril, 1870, in roforeuca to Debentnros 
complied -with; tho existence of tho De- 
bentures so uncancollod being contrary 
to tho spirit of tho said Statute." Mr, 
Deavcn siiid thtj reason ho movod this 
W.1.S because ho had heard that some Si, 
000 or SS.OOO of those Debentures had 
boon issued again, and that according to 
the Loan Act of last session tho £150,000 
Mas. borrowed to consolidate tho previous 
outstanding liabilities, and if these Do 
bouturos had not been cancelled, but wore 
being reissued, it was virtually defraud- 
ing the bondholders iu London, as they all 
understood that they wero to hold the 
first mortgage and not a sooond, as this 
re-issue Would make them. 
Hoa. ft[c. Smithe ssdd that if 0io ^orex 



had made this simply a resolution to can- 
cel tho debentures then there would have 
been no opposition to it; but he had 
not, and therefore there wore serious 
objections to it. Tho Ooveroment had 
no power to oancol these bonds for thoy 
wore not embraced in tiio resolution of 
12tb April, 1876, inasmuch as thoy had 
never beou issued at all. As n proof 
that tho debentures wero uovor issued, 
no iutereat had ever been paid ou thom, 
tho only interest being 8 per cent, on tho 
overdraft, for which thoy were deposited 
as security. Had thoy been liable to be 
cancellod they would have been cancollod 
at once, for the Govornmont had no idea 
of selling any one of thom. Tho resolu- 
tion was intended as a vote of censure on 
tha Governmont and consequently equi- 
valent ton vote of want of oonfidenoe. . If 
the mover would ask tha Hoasa to in- 
struct the GoTernmont to cancel these de- 
bentures now ho would oiTer no objection 
as the Government had no desire to uso 
thom. 

Mr, Humphroys said ho entirely agreed 
with tho resolution and endeavored to 
prove that tho debentures had beou issued 
in the usual manner under the Act uf 
1876. Ho said they wore issued to be de- 
posited with tho Bank of British Colum- 
bia as Boeurity againat an overdraft, the 
Bank to bo at liberty at a certain timo to 
sell thom in London should tho Govern- 
ment not poy tho overdraft. They were 
issued immediately they left his (Mr. H's) 
hands, as he was tbau Finauoa Minister, 
and therefore tho Government or Finance 
Minister hud by not cancelling thom vio 
lated tbo Act of 1877. 

Mr. Mara wished to know whothor the 
debentures when issued by Mr. Hum- 
phroys wore entered in the debenture 
register in tho common aocexitation of the 
word issue ? 

Mr. Humphreys said he did not know 
but that he had given orders for thoir 
being registered. If Mr. Mara meant were 
thuy isnuod and registorod iu tho Bame 
way us if he (Mr. M.) had come to tho 
Treasury and bought debentures, thon 
t hay wore not registered in that manner, 
Vhsin-, ii-eTiij-5jii1rwaK-fa&ii\led OTsr t-o the 
bank to do what they liked with if they 
wero not rodoemod. 

Mr. Mara sixid tho difTeroneo of opinion 
appeared to bo on tho -n'ord " issue';" he 
maintained that the debentures wore 
merely issued as collateral and the Gov- 
ernment were at liberty to withdraw any 
number of the same as the overdraft be- 
came reduced. The case was similar to 
that of a man who was hard up depositing 
hia woteh v.nth » pawnbroker; the pawn- 
broker could not cell thatva'ch unless tho 
man did not pay the debt at a slated 
time. So it was with tho debentures. As 
he did not think that tho Governmont 
should have the ohanoe of disposing of 
those bonds without due authority he 
moved as an amondmout that tho deben- 
tures deposited in 187G -with the Bank of 
British Columbia should bo cancelled. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott sccpudod tho amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Armstrong considered that the de- 
bentures had bean legally issued and that 
legal opinion would bear him ont in tho 
argument that they should have been can- 
celled when redeemed. 

Mr. Beaven contended that thoy had 
been issued if thoy -^vore signed by the 
Minister of Finance and countersigned by 
the Provinqial Secretary. 

Hod. Mr. Smithe refarrod the hou. gen- 
tleman to clanao 10 of tbo Lean Act, 1876, 
with reference to tho redeeming of tie de- 
b(3nture8. Thoiu clause provided that tbo 
1876 bonds could only bo redeemed after 
the lapse of two years and after six months' 
notieo having been given in tho B. C. 
Oazette. Had tho dobenturea therefore 
been issued under this Act tho debentures 
could not have been redeemed except by 
giving six months' notice in the Oazette 
and ths Finance Minister could not have 
mado the arrangements ho did with tho 
Bank. Tho debentures nover ceased to 
be tho property of the Government. It 
vas the same as going to the hon. gontlo- 
man and borrowing money from him on 
roal estate. Surely it would not follow 
that as soon as tho deeds of this real estate 
•wBro deposited iu his hands that tho bor- 
ro-yor would thou and there lose all claim 
to hia property; but if ou tbo other hand 
he failed to pay his loan wheu it fell dua 
then tho deeds would beoomo the pro 
.p.erty..of the bon. gentleman. So it was 
with these bonds. They were deposited 
as collateral security, and the Bank could 
not dispose of them unless after tbo lapse 
of a stipulated period tho Govornmenl 
should forfeit them to the Bank. This 
was not done and tho Governmont re- 
ceivad the people's property back again 
and bad no authority to destroy that 
which had been created by Act of Par 
liarnont, Mr. Mara'a amendment would 

heartily support it. (Hear, hear.)
